Presenting 


AUSTRALIA’S FIRST 
COMMONWEALTH 
BANKNOTE 





The origins of the first Commonwealth note issue can be found 
in the Australian Constitution, enacted at Westminster in 1900. 
Section 51 (xii) granted parliament the power to legislate with 
respect to ‘currency, coinage and legal tender’. 


Support for Commonwealth paper currency began soon after 
federation. The existing system of private bank and Queensland 
Government issues was perceived as detrimental for a variety of 
reasons, Including its impediment to the free flow of commerce 
due to cross-border exchange costs. Additionally, the banking 
crisis of 1902-3 saw many banks close their doors with a 
resultant depreciatory effect on paper. A bill proposed in 1907 
with the view to authorising a Commonwealth issue of notes 
Wm ek=\V/-10)(-Ne)ame(=pate]aleMm ke lsxe|g0) 0) e-em )AKom@e)alare(=aler-)meelarselie-lacela 
with the banks raised unequivocal opposition. It was the Labor 
Prime M inister, Andrew Fisher, who revived the concept in a 
policy speech at Gympie, Queensland on 30 M arch 1909 and 
reported in The Argus the following day. In his address Fisher 
declared ‘T hetimehas arrived when the Commonwealth should 
have a note issue of its own.’ 


To Fisher it was clear the Commonwealth required a stable 
paper currency to faciliate its economic growth. 








AUSTRALIA'S FIRST COMMONWEALTH BANKNOTE 


Labor’s victory in the election of 1910 delivered to the party 
a majority in both houses of Parliament and saw Australia’s 
(and the world’s) first majority federal Labor government. 
Fisher’s previous statement of policy was brought to action 
in the form of the Australian N otes Bill, which was read and 
debated in parliament following the election. Opponents were 
fuelled partly by the common perception of Labor’s naivety in 
matters of finance. An editorial in The Argus on 20 July 1910 
alleged ‘whenever Governments have issued paper money they 
have never known where to stop, and disaster has followed in 
every case.’ and described the ‘thirst for legal tender notes’ as 
‘alcoholism in the body politic’. The bad paper money of wild- 
cat republics in Spanish-America, the Confederate States of 
America and the Romanov monarchy were all cited as historic 
precedents. 


Despite opposition, the Australian Notes Act was proclaimed 
on 1 November 1910. The act banned state-issue currency and 
authorised the Treasury to issue A ustralian notes in denominations 
of 10s, £1, £5, £10 and any other multiple of ten pounds. An 
obligation to hold a gold reserve of not less than onefourth of the 
total value of issued notes was put upon the Treasury. Then, in 
order to force out existing currency, the Bank N otes Tax Act was 
assented on 10 October 1910 and stipulated a tax of ten percent 
per annum on private bank notes not redeemed. The strength of 
the measure coupled with the Commonwealth’s unpreparedness 
to effectively circulate a currency issue meant proclamation was 
deferred until 11 July 1911. 


Thefirst ‘Australian notes’ circulated on 1 December 1910 were 
not original designs but rather Government superscriptions 
printed on private bank forms. The denominations of sixteen 
different private banking institutions were used resulting in 
dozens of varieties. Asan aside, itis. a curiosity that theGovernment 
relied heavily on private banks to circulate its own legal tender issue, 
and in doing so sought to destroy the banks’ existing currency. 
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Prior to the introduction of Superscribes, however, planning 
was already underway for original design banknotes. A public 
competition for designs was announced in the Commonwealth 
of Australia Gazette on 5 November 1910. Despite several 
winning entries being selected and prizes of £50 paid, none 
were deemed suitable and the task was contracted to the world- 
renowned engravers Bradbury Wilkinson & Co of London. 
The selected location of physical infrastructure for printing 
and storing banknotes was King’s Warehouse, Flinders Street 
Extension, M elbourne. Preparation, including the installation 
of machinery and security devices, was carried out during the 
years that followed. 


A ceremony to commemorate the first distinct Commonwealth 
issue took place at King’s Warehouseat 3.00pm on 1M ay 1913. 
The gathering included many of Australia’s most eminent public 
figures, including Governor General Denman and family, Prime 
M inister Andrew Fisher, M inister for Customs (Mr. Tudor), 
Acting Post-M aster-G eneral (Senator Findley), Vice-President of 
the Executive Council (Senator M cGregor), M elbourne’s Lord 
M ayor (Mr M atthews) and Governor of the Commonwealth 
Bank (Mr Denison M iller). Several members of the press and a 
photographer were also present to record the historic moment. 
Once the printing process had been demonstrated and a batch 
of ten shillings notes prepared, the task of numbering the notes 
by machine-press was handed over to the assembly. Governor- 
General Denman’s young daughter J udith was given the honour 
of numbering the first note, pulling the lever and impressing the 
red serial M 000001. The note was then presented to little M iss 
Denman by the Prime M inister. 


Approximately equal to a day’s wages, ten shilling was a 
generous souvenir, even for the privileged J udith. To this day, the 
note is found together with an envelope inked ‘J udith’s 10/-’.

This coin come from an important hoard of Greek gold staters from thetime 
of the M ithradatic War (88-86 B.C.). They were issued by M ithradates V| 
of Pontus who used the design of the famous issues two centuries earlier of 
Lysimachos. These staters with the head of Alexander the Great linked him 
to Alexander, history’s greatest conqueror. At the age of 18, M ithradates 
embarked on a career of conquest, bringing most of the lands around the 
Black Sea under his control. These policies bought him into conflict with 
Romeand heconsequently tried to liberate the East from Rome and quickly 
defeated the local garrisons and massacred every Roman citizen in Asia (some 
80,000 in one night). Athens welcomed him as a liberator, but the Roman 
response came in 87 B.C. The Consul Sulla and five legions. captured Athens 
and pursued M ithradates back to Asia M inor. M ithradates was fined 2000 
talents (600,000 gold staters) and returned to Pontus. T hese gold staters were 
probably struck during his campaign in Thracein late 88 to early 87 B.C.., to 
pay his mercenary soldiers. Three cities struck these coins. Alternatively the 
view has been put forward suggesting that these coins were issues by Brutus 
in the Civil war of 44-42 B.C. and was published in Celator J anuary 2000

The Coson coinage was struck around 42 B.C., when Brutus, the exiled 
assassin of | ulius C aesar, was raising troops in northern Greece in preparation 
for the final confrontation with Caesar’s heirs M ark Antony and Octavian. 
Brutus had his own travelling mint, but this coinage was evidently a gift 
from an allied Dacian king from the lower Danube region. The king’s name 
Coson appears on the coin and Brutus’ name is reduced to a monogram 
which appears on some issues, not however on this example. Coson’s coin 
type makes sense in terms of Roman propaganda. The eagle trampling a 
sceptre and the wreath symbolizes the anti-monarchical sentiments that 
prompted Caesar’s assassination. The obverse type showing a Roman 
magistrate with his attendants, is copied from the coinage struck by Brutus 
himself in 54 B.C. It depicts an ancestor of Brutus who overthrew the Tarquin 
kings and founded the Roman Republic, serving as its first chief magistrate. 
This design thus serves to emphasize Brutus’ attachment to the Republican 
traditions.

Sybaris the city was founded by the Achaeans about 720 B.C. It was the 
richest and most important of the Greek coloniesin Italy until its destruction 
by Croton in 510 B.C. The city was rebuilt in 453 B.C. with the aid of the 
Poseidonians but was again destroyed five years later by Croton. In 443 B.C. 
with the help of the Athenians the city arose again but its name was now 
changed to Thurium. This later city survived into Roman times and became 
a Roman city with its name changed to Copia. Today the archaeological 
ruins of all three different named cites can be seen by the interested tourist, 
each city’s remains on top of each other.

Situated on the southern coast of Sicily, Gela was founded in 688 BC by 
Cretans and Rhodians. It rose to become the most influential state on the 
island, but in 485 its ruler Gelon seized Syracuse and transferred his capital 
there, taking with him many of the leading citizens. His brother Hieron, 
later tyrant of Syracuse, was left in charge of Gela. Tetradrachm issues at 
Gela probably began circa 480 BC, shortly thereafter becoming the principal 
denomination of the Geloan coinage, and remaining so down to the time of 
the destruction of the city by Carthaginian invadersin 405 BC. Theultimate 
design of the tetradrachms displayed a racing chariot, borrowed from the 
Syracusan coinage, and the forepart of a man-headed bull. The rather brutal 
half-length figure of the man-headed bull swimming right is based on the 
‘father of all rivers’, Achelous, and is clearly identified by the ethnic Gelas 
as the personification of the river Gelas rushing to its mouth, where the 
city Gela stood.

Several examples of the dated coinage has appeared in recent years all coming 
from acommon find. They are variously dated from years 13 to 16. Year 15 
corresponds to the second last date of issue of Baalshallim II and this must 
correspond to the very low 370’s (371/370 B.C). Betylon the most recent 
scholar in this series makes no comment on the dated coinage except for a 
year 14 (p.11) the example in BMC 25 (p.144) which he indicates was the 
last date.

This coin represents an opportunity to acquire a fine and detailed portrait 
of Julius Caesar issued in the year of his assassination. The year 44 B.C. 
marked a turning point in the history of the Roman coinage. Caesar as 
dictator ordered his effigy to be placed on the silver denarii struck by the 
four moneyers including Sepullius M acer. This was the first occurance of 
contemporary portraiture on theR oman coinage, and it marked a major step 
towards the popular acceptance of the monarchical concept in the Roman 
State. Although the issue was cut short by Caesar’s assassination on theldes 
of M arch, other coins were struck bearing his portrait by the Caesarians. 
It soon become the practice for the appearance of more portraits of the 
triumvirs and other contenders for power and soon the emperors.

He is best known 
for his numerous imitations of Roman large-brass coins and medallions 
which are Known as “Paduans”. One hundred and twenty two of his dies 
are preserved at the Bibliotheque Nationale in Paris. However the great 
majority of the number of medals that survive today and called “ Paduans” 
are cast from moulds from these original die struck medals. Some of the 
examples described below areso good that they are barely distinguishable 
from genuine ancient sestertii that were used as the models for these medals. 
All of Cavinos original strikings are very rare, the cast medallic issues are 
relatively common.

These unusual Jahangir heavy rupees were the first issues and were 20% 
overweight.

With research. In 1886 the Canadian Voyageurs - three hundred and 
seventy seven Canadian civilian boatmen and their seven officers and eight 
‘wheelsmen’ were each awarded the Egypt M edal and the Khedive's Star 
for their services during a Lord Wolseley’s expedition to relieve General 
Gordon at Khartoum. Wolseley’s plan called for the transport of part of 
his force by boat up the Nile River and, based upon his service in the 
1870 Red River Expedition in Canada, he felt that Canadian boatmen 
has the necessary knowledge and experience to navigate successfully the

treacherous cataracts of theN ile. Consequently, advertisements were placed 
in Canadian newspapers in August 1884 for ‘good boatmen . to accompany 
English Expedition up the N ile to steer boats through the rapids and do all 
necessary portaging’. The response came from Indians and white men alike, 
most of whom were normally engaged as raftsmen in the lumber trade in 
eastern Ontario, Quebec and M anitoba. They reported in Ottawa on 6 
September 1884, received outfits and free rations and sailed from Quebec 
on 16 September under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Frederick 
C.Denison. Although they remained civilians, the Voyageurs were subject 
to the authority of their foremen and of the officers of the Canadian M ilitia 
who accompanied them.
